GENTLEMEN, 


N the Colettion of 
fane, blafphemnu, and 
heretical PafJages taken 
out of feveral late Books, 
and p:cfented at Dr, Sa- 
cheverel’s Trial; there 
one particular taken 
Notice of ina Book of 
Mr, W hifton, who hav- 
ing in the Book itfe/t 
ufed the common Form of 
Doxology, Glory be to the Father, and so the Son, and 
to the Holy Ghoft, puts this among the Errata, and 
orders it frouw'd be read, Glory be to the Father, By 
the Son, and Jn the Holy Ghoft. Upon which I defive 
your Anfwer of thefe two Queries, 1. What Reafons 
Mr. Whifton might have to alter the ufual Form of 
Doxology. 2. Wether the New Form ufed by bim in- 
flead of se may be ejtcemed impious or veretical, 

A, We cannor difcover any other Reafon that cou’d 
induce Mr, /¥2ifton to make this’ Alteration, faving 
the Affectation of following the Forms of Words ufed 
by the 4rrians, rather than thofe of the Orthodox 
Chi iftians, both before and after the Rifle of the Ar- 
rian Herely. For even the ufe of this common Form 
of Doxology, which had taken Place very carly in the 
Church, was urged as an Argument againft the Arri- 
ans, who held the Inequality of the Son with the 
Father. For #f ( fays F.cbadius contr, Arrian. ) there 
be that Inequali:y which they (the Arrians) affirm, then 
do we every Day blafhheme God, when in Thankigivings 
and Offerings of Sacrifice we acknowledg thofe Things 
common to the Father and the Son, The Arrians find- 
ing this Argument a Prejudice to their Caufe, altered 
the Form of Doxology, vpon which enfued in the 
Church of Antioch about the Year 349, that Confa- 
fion which Theodoret and Sezomen mention. “ In their 
“ Quires while they praifed God cogerher as their 
“ Manner was, at the end of the Plalms which chey 
fung, it appeared what opinion every Man held, 
fome glorifying the Father, and the Son, and the 
Holy Ghoft ; fome the Father By the Son fn the 
Holy Ghoft ; the cone fort thereby declaring them- 
“ felves to embrace the Sons Equality with the Fa- 
“ ther, according as the Council of Nice had defined, 
the other forr his Inequality againft the Council 
of Nice, Aetirs pretended to juftify this new de- 
vifed Form, from rhefe Words of the Apaftles, one 
God of whom, one Lord By whom (Cor. 8. 6.) one Spi- 
rie In whom; (1 Cor. 12. 3. 4, 13-) and falfely and 
frivoloufly furmifed, that che Apoftles different Mane 
ner of Speech argues a different Nature and Being 
in them of whom ke fpeaks, . Bur the Truth ts, thac 
that very Form which the Arrians did then ufe (laving 
thar they chofe it ro ferve as their Shibboleth, or {pe- 
cial Mark of Diftinction, and gave it fecretly with- 
inthemlelves a fini fter Conftru@tion) and which 
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Mr. oifton wou'd now have revived, has nothiag 
in it that is either impious or heretical. For though 
with Refpect to God's Glovy in irfelf, itis andoubr- 
ediy the equal Right of all the Three Perfons of the 
Bieffed Triniry; yer with Relpec to his Manifefta- 
tion of it to us by continual Effects, and our per- 
petual Acknowledgment ef ic to him by pious Off- 

ces, we do both ways equally confeis, that the Bright. 
neis of his Glory has tpread itielf through the World 

By the Miniftry of his Son, and is wonderful In the 

manitold Graces of the Holy Ghoft; and again that 

whattvever we do to his Giory, is done In the Power 

of the Holy Ghoft, and made acceptable By the Me- 

ritand Mediation of Fefis Clrift. So that thefe two , 
Forms of Dexology are nor in themfelves confide- 

rably different: Though the Affetation of the lauer 

inftead of the former, which ancienter Cuftom and 

the Practice of the Catholick Church have eftablith- 

ed, is fo fara Fault, as it betrays a Perverfnefs of 
Mind, and an unreafonable Itch of Novelty. |. 

Q. Gentlemen, I defire you to inform me in. your 
next Apollo, when, by whom, and in what part of the 
World Cards were firft invented and ufed.

ir. Buc there are very good Arguments againft this 
Conjecture of Ortelius. For firft Ophir the Son of 
Fottan, meniioned Gen, 29. 10. from whom the Land 
of Ophir in all Probabiliry took its Name, isin the 
next Verfe {aid to- have planted in the Eaff, with 
Refpet, it is to be rationally prefumed, to Chaldea, 
in which the Confufion of Tongues and Difperfion of 
People began: Whereas Sofala 1s fituate Sourh-Welt 
from Chaidea, Secondly, It is impofible for Solomon's 
Navy, which lay at Ezion-Geber in the Bay of Ara- 
bia, to have {pent chree Years in fo thorra Voyage 
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as this wou'd be: Bur we Gnd ‘1 King, to. three 
Years the uftial Time of the Voyage to Ophir. O- 
phir therefore was much more probably fome Part 
of India; but whether it was the Ifland of Sumatra, 
or that of Zeilan, or one of the Moluca’s, or the Land 
of Malaca, called by the Ancients Aurea Cherfone/us, 
we will not undertake to determine, confidering that 
fome great Men have maintained thefe feveral O- 
pinions,
